The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a biodegradable composition 
comprising the recited amounts of: (i) poly(lactic acid); (ii) poly(epsilon caprolactone); (iii) 
copolyester containing units derived from adipic acid; (iv) organic peroxide (claim 1), wherein 
the composition further contains a magnesium silicate (claim 1 1, 21, 23, 25, 26), and films or 
coatings from said composition (claim 11, 23), or a method of forming film or coatings from said 
composition (claim 25), or a molded or formed article (claim 21) or a method of producing said 
composition (claim 26), in view of Applicant's statements with respect to the phrase "co- 
polyester polymer with adipic acid". JP '658 and JP '544 and GRUBER ET AL '095 and 
MOHANTY ET AL '985 and NAKATA ET AL '444 fail to disclose compositions containing 
polylactic acid and poly(epsilon caprolactone) and a organic peroxide in combination with a 
copolyester containing adipic acid units.
